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Cut the moulding to the 
desired length by filing 
straight across and half 
way through. Bend back 
to break and file 
smooth. M Trim-it-Your- 
self" mouldings may be 
sawed if you prefer. Use 
a simple mitre box for 
greater accuracy. 






Wipe with a damp cloth 
and apply Wernco 
Metal Wax Preserva- 
tive. CHROMTRIM will 
not rust or tarnish, and r 
requires only an occa- 
sional wiping to remove 
surface dust. 



Bend square corners in 
one piece to eliminate 
the corner joints by fil- 
ing a V cut in the top 
of the moulding only. 
On 4 sided surfaces, 
join the mouldings in the 
center of one side, not 
at the corners. 
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The common tools re- 
quired to install "Trim- 
it- Yourself" are usually 
part of the average 
household equipment. 
You'll need a hammer, 
a three cornered file (or 
hack saw, if you prefer), 
a tape measure and 
plumb line. 






o bend round corner 
first nail the trim to the 
edge as far as the cor- 
ner, then apply hand 
pressure to form the 
moulding to the surface 
as shown. Don't hold 
the moulding at the ex- 
treme end. 





HOW TO FIT AND CUT LINOLEUM 



The few fools required to fit and cut 
linoleum ore a pair of dividers or an 
inexpensive school compass, chalk, and 
a linoleum knife. Keep the knife clean 
and well sharpened. Use a piece of 
No. 6027 CHROMTRIM as a guide for 
cutting straight edges. 



1. Cut the first sheet of linoleum about 
6" longer than required. Lay it on the 
room floor about I" from the base 
board. Set the compass for 2". Hold 
compass with one point firmly against 
the wall and the other point (or pencil 
side) on the linoleum, and scribe a line 
on the linoleum. Cut exactly on this !rne 
which will conform to irregularities in 
the wall, trim, sills, etc. 

2. Fit the newly cut edge firmly against 
the wall and draw a chalk line (A) 
the full length, using the edge of the 
linoleum as a guide. Next pull the 
linoleum lengthwise, still keeping it on 
the chalk line until one end clears the 
end wall. Mark a chalk line (B) on the 
linoleum and extend the same line on 
the floor. 

3. Now set your compass points for the 
distance from (C) to .(B). Hold the 
compass to that size and scribe the 
end line. (See Figure (B 1 ) and (C).) Cut 
on this line. Now the linoleum should 
fit snugly on the length and one end. 



4. Pull back the linoleum lengthwise once 
more, holding it to the (A) chalk mark 
and repeat the same scribing opera- 
tion on the other end. The long edges 
are usually true so that you will only 
have to cut the two ends of each piece 
until you reach the last sheet which 
will require the same operation as in 
No, (I).
